per gallon for polyaluminum chloride; and, Univar Solutions USA, Inc., $2.48 per gallon,
PVS Nolwood Chemicals, Inc., $2.975 per gallon, and Slack Chemical Co., Inc., $7.984
per gallon for hydrofluorosilicic acid, and

Whereas, the contracts will be awarded solely from the bids received; and

Whereas, the Chief Water Treatment Plant Operator has reviewed the bids and
recommends awarding the contract to each of the low bidders; now, therefore, be it
